1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species A, Fig. 1 , claims 1,2,4, 8-23, 
and 26 in the reply filed on 3/22/201 1 is acknowledged. 

2. Upon further review of the pending claims it has been determined that this 
application contains claims directed to more than one Sub-species of the generic 
invention. These Sub-species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are 
not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

Second Core Sub-species 

Applicants should now elect one of the following First Region Sub-species: 
First region. Subspecies 1 . wherein the first region comprises metallic granules. 
First reoion. Sub-species 2 . wherein first region comprises metallic balls. 
And
